Maybe the wood pulp problem is 
toon to be solved by the manufacture 


of pulp from other 
materials than 
spruce tree.-. Congress bas appropri­ 


ated $20,boo for experiments iii pa­ 
per making under the 
direction of 
Hie department of agriculture, with 
a view of providing against the early 
exhaustion of the 
supply 
of wood 
fiber. These experiments are being 
carried on in a 
government paper 
factory in Maine. 
Already 
the ex­ 
perts from 
t lie' 
departm ent 
hav« 
found that the waste corn stalks of 
the farms can be converted into pa 
per of the finest kinds, showing the 
strength, character and durability ot 
the finest grades of l>ook and writ­ 
ing paper. 
Tests 
are 
now being 
made of rice roots, wild grass, va­ 
rious plants from Japan and China; 
also of esparto, 
an 
African grass, 
which is used by certain newspaper 
companies in England. 
Meanwhile Francis Laird Stewart, 
a chemist

p*oIogjst, who has 
his laboratory in Murrysville. Pa., is
